Declares Former Companion 
Was Irish Through and

John P. O’Brien of 1504 Lafayette 
avenue, Deputy Supervisor of Weights 
for the Merchants’ Exchange, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Wednesday that 
he would testify in the Moynihan estate 
contest, now pending in the Probate 


Court, that Jeremiah Moynihan never 

had a wife or a child. At one time, 

© Brien said, Moynihan wished to adopt 
him as a son, but O’Brien would not 
consent. 

O’Brien said his acquaintance with 
Moyaihan began in 1877, when they 
worked side by side on the delivery plat- 
form at the Iron Mountain freight ware- 
house, at the foot of Gratiote street. 
They worked together for the railroad 

- 21 years, he said, and their close friend- 
ship continued until Moynihan’s death 
in 1910. O’Brien is 651 years old. He 
gives an interesting history of the ec- 
centric old man whose fortune of $64,000 
-is being fought over by about 600 claim- 
ante. 
Moynihan a “Woman Hater.” 

“It is aosurd,’’ said O’Brien, “‘for any- 
one to claim to be the widow or the 
child of Jerry Moynihan. Why, he was 
as bitter a woman-hater as I ever saw. 

“We worked. together for 21 years as 
freight clerke, indodrs and on the ship 

ttre ttt wae tite" 
boss, though he was so much older. We 
were always the best of friends, and 
after he had known me for 10 years or 
so, he wanted to adopt me, so he could 
leave me his property, but I didn’t 
think it a good plan, and he dropped 
the idea. 

“He was so thrifty and industrious 
that, after a hard day’s work on the 
freight platform, he would go down to 
the levee at night and work for hours 
unloading sacks of grain from steam- 
boats. That Was negro  roustabouts’ 
work, but a good many white men used 
to help with it, for the pay was good. 
It required a very strong physique, and 
that Jerry had. 

Below Market Up to 1898, 

“I am ready to testify that Jerry 
never lived north of Market street up 
to 1898. He lived around South Second 
and South Third streets, and once lived 
a: the Brooks House, 320 South Second 
street, which he afterward owned. It 
‘was after he quit the railroad job in 

1898 that he moved to North Broadway.” 
(This testimony will be important, in 
view of B. F. Moynthan’s statement 
that he used to write to Moynihan at 
2100 North Broadway between 1880 and 
1898.) 

“Jerry was always looking out for a 
chance to double his money. One way 
he took was to buy Hast St. Louis city 
scrip, when it was depreciated, and sell 
“it to the’ banks after it had increased 
in value. 

“He, often told me that he came 
to this country in 1860 from Bantry 
Bay, Ireland, and that he went first 
to Oswego, N. Y., where his sister, 
Kate, was living. Just at that time 
she was out of Oswego, and he failed 
to find her then, though he looked 
for her in Syracuse and later in Chi- 
cago and B8t. Louis.. She was a Mrs. 
O'Connor, and her sons, Jeremiah and 
Daniel O’Connor, live in Oswego now, 
and “be out here as witnesses 
within a few days. I believe they and 
the Kellehers in Ireland are the near- 
est felatives, and I shall so testify 
if I am asked. 

Couldn’t Speak German. 

“Jerry Moynihan couldn't talk Ger- 
man. It’s absurd to say he wasn’t 
of irish descent. He was Irish through 
and through. | 

“Before he came to St. Louis, he 
worked in a tobacco factory in Alton. 
He was nevér a rag-picker, or anything 
of the sort. He was thrifty, and perhaps 
that was how he got thé name. 

“He was the son of Patrick and Cath- 
erine Moynihan, as I remember it, and 
had a twin brother, Michael, who died 
in infancy. 

“Four months before he died, he gave 
he a picture of his sister, Mrs. O’Connor, 
who had died some years before in Os- 
wego.”

Aunt of Otto and H. C. Stifel 
Who Conducted Brewery 
Was 89 Years Old. 


FLOWERS HER DIVERSION 


She Gave Much Time to Charity 
While Looking After Her 
Property Interests. 


Mrs. Christiana Winkelmeyer, rated as 
one of the wealthiest women in S&8t. 
Louis, died in her eighty-ninth year at 
her home, 4878 West Pine boulevard, at 
5 p. m, Tuesday. 

For # years she had been a widow, 
her husband, Julius Winkelmeyer, hav- 


ing died in 1867, leaving as the principal 
asset of his estate a brewery which he 
founded and which bore his name. 

In those days the term “new woman” 
was unknown. Otherwise it might aptly 
have been applied to the widow of 
Julius Winkelmeyer. Alone at first and 
later with the assistance of her three 
sons, Mrs. Winkelmeyer showed her ca- 
pacity for business by taking up her 
husband’s work as active head of the 
Winkelmeyer Brewery. 


$1,000,000 Eatate. 
She continued to be the directing 


force in the business for 31 years un- 
til, in 1898, the brewery was sold to 
the St. Louls Brewing Association. 

The ability with which she managed 
the business is shown by statements 
of her sons, Wednesday, that in their 
opinion her estate when inventoried 
will be found to be worth more than 
$1,000,000. 

Though busily engaged in commer- 
cial pursuits she found time for di- 
versions, the dispensing of charity 
and the care of beautiful flowers, 

Almost every day until disabled by 
illness six months ago, Mrs. Winkel- 
meyer could be seen in the garden of 
her home tending the plants she 
loved, 

Four Great-Grandchildren. 

Mrs. Winketmeyer leaves five children, 

six grandchildren and four great-grand- 
children. 
Y“fhe children are Mrs. JUHA S. Straub, 
widow of August Straub; Miss Ida Win- 
kelmeyer and Christopher, Julius and 
Adolph Winkelmeyer. She survived her 
seven brothers and one sister. 

Mrs. Winkelmeyer was the daughter 
of Frederich Stifel and the sister of 
late Charles G. Stifel and Christo 
pher Stifel of St. Louis and the aunt 
of Otto Stifel, president of the Union 
Brewery, and Herman C. Stifel, vice- 
president of the Altheimer and Rawlings 
Investment Co. She was married in 8t. 
Louis in 1847. ee 

She was a lifelong member of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church. Thefu- 
neral will be held from the residence 
at 2:30 p. m. Thursday, with interment 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery.

INQUIRY DEMANDED 


Probation Officer Acts pa 
Child’s Welts Are Shown to 
Him and Doctors.

VICTIM IS 7 YEARS OLD 
Matron at St. Charles Rock Road 
Institution Admits Beating, 
Doubts Severity. 








An investigation of a beating adminis- 
tered to a 7-year-ola boy by the matror. 
of the Mothers’ and Children’s Home on 
the St. Charles Rock road, was demend- 
ed Wednesday by Hugh M. Fullerton, 
Chief Probation Officer. . 

The demand, which was made on Mrs. 


T. R. Ayars, head of the association 
which conducts the home, was the result 
of a visit to the dispensary of Washing- 
ton University by Mrs. Jennie Johnson 
of 420 Virginia avenue, a widow, who 
has two children in the home—Jameg 
Edward, 10 years old, and William Na- 
poleon, 7 years old. 

Tuesday Mrs. Johnson got -permis- 
sion to take her son William away 
from the institution for the day and 
brought him to the university dis- 
pensary where he was examined by 
Dr. Ernest Sachs. The marks on the 
boy’s back which the child said were 
from a whipping administered seven 
days before by Miss W. Matthews, the 
matron and superintendent, who used 
a club three feet long and an inch 
square, caused Dr. Sachs to call in 
other physicians to look at the boy 
and each expressed indignation at his 
condition. Most of the child's back, 
the physicians say, was black and 
blue marks. 

Fullerton Demands Inquiry. 

Dr. Sachs sent the mother to Fuller- 
ton, who also examined the child. Later 
he said: 

‘“‘There is no doubt that the child had 
been maltreated. I have forwarded to 
Mrs. Ayars a letter from Dr. Sachs and 
demanded that she investigate the whip- 
ping of the boy. I hold her responsi- 
ble for the conduct of the home.” 

Mrs. Ayars, who resides at 5881 Tlymi- 
fouth averiue, is president of the Chris- 
tian Women’s Benevolent Association. 
Besides the home on the St. Charles 
Rock road the association has severni 
other homes in St. Louis. 

Mrs. Johnson, mother of the child, is 
a dressmaker, who sews away from 
home during the day. Six months ago 
she put her sons in the Mothers’ and 
Children’s Home and says she had 
been paying $5 a week for their board 
ever since. 

“Each Sunday I go out to see them, 
and last Sunday, as usual, they came 
running to meet me. William, the young- 
est, began to cry, and I saw something 
was wrong. He told me that his back 
was sore and marked from a whipping 
with a heavy spindle stick taken from 
a sleeping cot. When I partly un- 
dressed the child I was horrified at his 
appearance. 

‘Later when Miss Matthews came into 
the room I upbraided her. She said 
she was sorry, that she had not meant 
to whip him so0 severely, and asked me 
to forgive her. After I came back to 
town I became angry and the first thing 
Monday morning I went out to see Mrs. 
Ayars. She refused to go with me to 
the home, so I got a permit and took 
my boy to the dispensary.” 

Stories Told Disagree. 

Mrs. Johnson says her children told 
her William was whipped for playing on 
a banister and causing a tub to fall and 
strike another boy. Miss Matthews says 
she whipped him for running out into 
the road and stealing fruit from a ped- 
dler’s wagon. 

“I did not learn until a day or 80 
later than there were marks on the 
child’s body,’’ Miss Matthews told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “‘When I saw 
how the whipping had affected. him I 
was sorry. I did not think I was whip- 
ping him severely, and it is my opinion 
that the marks are due to the fact that 
his: skin must be very tender and his 
circulation bad, rather than to the se- 
verity of the whipping.”’ 


WAITER ARRESTED

Peter Stafford, a waiter, was arrest- 
ed for the Federal authorities when he 
stepped from a Belleville car in Bast 
St. Louis, Wednesday, with Miss Myrtle 
Montroy, 17 years old, who says he vir- 
tually has held her a prisoner for the 
last 10 days.

Robbers Shoot William Hufnagel 
as He Chases Them With a 
Hatchet, Preventing Holdup. 


GIRL SEES THEIR FLIGHT, 


Clever Gang Suspected of Sec- 
ond Robbery Raid in Week in 
Same Kind of Machine. 


Two men, whose names and addresses 
are withhe:, were heid prisoners 
Wednesday afternoon at 
Market Street Police Station in con- 
nection with the search for the four 


automobile bandits who shot and killed 
William Hufnagel, 29 years old, in an 
attempt to rob him Tuesday night in 
his saloon, 4200 Kossuth avenue. 

The men are held incommunicado and 


are placed in cells so far apart that no | 


communication can pass between them. 
The police decline to give any informa- 
tion concerning the arrest, even refus- 
ing to say when and where the men 
were taken. 

Chief Young’s only comment was that 
he was confident the case would be 
cleared up in two days more. Every de- 
tectivs in the city is working.on the 
case. 

On the theory that an organized gang 
of automobile bandits is operating in 
St. Louis, the police began a city-wide 
search Wednesday for the big black 
touring car used by the four men. 

Three of the men surprised Hufna- 
gel, while he was counting the day’s 
receipts and shot him three times as 
he repulsed them with a hatchet. He 
followed them outside the saloon and 
then fell dead. 

Reason for believing the gang is tol- 
lowing the tactics of the notorious Paris 
automobile bandits is found in the fact 
that this is the second time an automo- 
bile has been put to use for robbery in 
St. Louis within a week. 

Aute Like One Usedg Friday. 

@he police say, furthermore, that the 
automobile used in the Hufhagel mur- 
Ger corresponds exactly in description 
to the one used by four men .n a South 
St. Louis saloon robbery Friday night. 

In each case witnesses described a 
tlack, seven-seat touring car, which 
had no tep or license tag and ran wpith 
only one or two weak lamps burning. 

Charles Kroeppel of 4348 Linton ave- 
nue, clerk in the grocery which Huf- 
nagel conducted in connection with the 
saloon, told reporters and detectives 
of an ftinusual automobile party that 
visited the saloon either Monday or 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Three men and three women, he said, 
drove up in a dark-colored seven-seat 
car. The men took glasses of beer out 
to the women and then sat at a table 
inside the saloon and drank beer. Two 
of the men went into the back yard 
and looked around, he said. 

Visitors Were Roughly Dressed. 

Although one man passed as owner 
of the automobile and said he had paid 
$2500 for it, ali the men were roughly 
dressed, Kroeppel said. The owner had 
no coat and wore a coarse blue shirt. 
His companions also wore clothes of 
medium quality, Kroeppel declared. 

The young women were apparently 19 
to 21 years old, Kroeppel said, but cid 
not leave the automobile and conse- 
quently a better description of them 
could not bs obtained. The men, Kroep- 
pel said, inquired for a woman whv 
lives in the neighborhood, not far from 
the saloon. Kroeppel said he noticed, as 
the party drove away, that no stop was 
made at the woman’s home. 

Detectives beliews the visit of thia 
party had a strong bearing on the trag- 
edy, that it was a preliminary survey of 
the premises by the robber-assassins. 

Miss Margaret Harcmerla, 16 vears 
old, of 4233A Margaretta avenue, pussed 
the robbers Tuesday night while they 
were alighting at the door of Hufnagel’s 
saloon and was able to give a good 
description of the bandits and the auto- 
mobile. 

Pexions living near Athletic Park, 
Garris: avenue and North Market 
street, told a Post-Dispatch reporter of 
having been mystified by the actions 
of some men who drove a big touring 
car into a vacant lot opposite the ball 
park about half an hour before the 
murder occurred. The men sat in the 
car in absolute silence about 15 min- 
utes, alternately turning the lights on 
and off. Finally they drove west on 
Magazine street and disappeared. 


Miss Catherine McCarthy of 216 Mag- 
azine street said she and her two sis- 
ters sat in the front yard, not more 
than 50 feet away, and watched the au- 
tomobile. They heard no sound but 
that of its engines, she said, and saw 
nobody alight. The lights were burning 
brilliantly when the men drove into the 
lot, Miss McCarthy said, but were 
turned out shortly after the automo- 
bile stopped in the lot.

Frederick Albers, proprietor of the 
hotel, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Wednesday that the lawyers were 
right as to the’ year when the hotel 
was built. He also said the site was 
occupied, before that time, by a file 
works, and that no one lived there. 
Moynihan, he said, lived for several 
years at the old-Alberg Hotel, 2022 
North Broadway.

As she reached the cor- 
ner of Kossuth avenue she saw the big 
touring car coming from the east at 
high speed. It turned south into Tur- 
ner avenue and stopped about midway 
between the door of Hufnagel’s saloon 
and an alley a short distance south® 

“The men all got out,” said Mise 
Hammerla, ‘‘and two of them stood by 
the door of the saloon. They wore black 
suits and I believe they had black derby 
hats. The third man sat with the driv- 
er. His suit was a kind of bluish gray 
and he wore a black derby. 

“This third man joined the first two, 
after a short conversation with the 
driver, who remained at the automobile. 
I passed the men just as the driver 
got out and began working with the 
machinery of the automobile. They all 
looked at me and their actions aroused 
my suspicions. 

“After the three on the sidewalk went 
into the saloon, I walked south. The 
driver kept the engine running and 
stood near, ready for quick action. 

“As I reached the next street south 
I heard three shots and on looking back 
I saw the men getting into the automo- 
bile. The next instant it whizzed past. 
I watched it until it got to Natural 
Bridge roads, where it disappeared. I 
belleve the men went west on Natural 
Bridge road.

The meeting in the afternoon was set 
for the purpose of taking up the alle- 
gations of Miss Conrad.

The investigation that has been con- 
ducted by Jones was authorized about 
eight months ago by the medical staff 
of the society, and was caused by com- 
plaints of patients. A special committee 
was appointed to do the work. 

Two persons were paid to enter the 
institution as patients, and they have 
renorted on conditions. 

Before preparing his report Jones vis- 
ited 14 other cities to learn what they 
were doing for the indigent consump- 
tives. Jones’ report will show that 
many patients have left the institution 
because of insufficient nourishment, 

Eggs and milk are the principal arti- 
cles of diet for tubercular patients. It 
will be shown tha* during the present 
summer the milk served was often sour 
and the supply of eggs was inadequate. 
Only 14 cases of eggs a month are al- 
lowed to the institution by the Hospital 
Commissioner, which means that there 
are less than two a day for each pa- 
tient. 

Secretary Jones says St. Louis fur- 
nishes less milk and fewer eggs for tu- 
bercular patients than any similar insti- 
tution in the United States. 

Patients Don’t Like Place. 

It is hard, Jones says, to get patients 
into Koch Hospital and hard to keep 
them there. The society, he says, has 
500 patients now on its waiting list, and 
300 of these should be in institutions. 

“We are trying,”’ hs says, ‘“‘to care for 
dozens of persons who have been at the 
Koch Hospital but could not remain be- 
cause of conditions there. Every day we 
meet other persons who should bs there 
but whom we cannot conscientiously «d- 
vise to go.” 

Dr. W. P. Dwyer, the Koch Hos- 
pital Superintendent, has been ordered 
to appear before the board. 
the charges are by patients who thought 
they could run the place. He declares 
that the patients are treated better 
than in similar. institutions in other 
cities that he has seen.

The decision to obtain a warrant was’ 


1eached when it became known positive- 
ly that Mrs. Szabo was not drowned, 
but was strangled. The autopsy per- 
formed in Hughes’ morgue at Jersey 
City and the chemical and analytical 
examination made by Dr. Otto H. 
Schultze, Coroner's physician of New 
York County, in the Cornell College 
medical laboratories, made it certain 
that strangulation was the cause of 
death. 

'They- found that the thyroid. cartilage 
-of the larynx, known to the layman as 
the Adam’s apple, had beer displaced 
and forced into the trachea, thereby 
shutting off all access of air to the 
windpipe. 

No fall into the water and none of the 
struggles of a drowning person ;could 
hav6é accomplished such a result, the 
physicians agreed. It had to be brought 
about by external violence, but of a kind 
that need not necessarily leave an im- 
pression on the skin.

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Epoch Makers in Medicine

N the year of 178 there was brought 

to St. Gerrge’s Hospital, London, a 

man who was suffering from an 

aneurism or pouchy swelling of the 
artery of the leg. This condition is a 
Ferious one and even today sometimes 
proves fatal, especially when it occurs 
in the artery near the heart. In the 
days before Hunter this malady was 
regarded as a fatal one and when the 
patient escaped with his life he was 
sure to lose his limb. Dr. John Hunter 
operated on his patient and within six 
weeks he returned home with his life 
saved and his limb preserved. 

A foreign surgeon who saw Dr. Hun- 
ter operate later wrote: ‘It excited the 
greatest wonder and awakened the at- 
tention of all the surgeons in Europe:”’ 

This was only one of the many dis- 
coveries made by the famous John 
Hunter. Nor were his discoveries made

without much study and labor. He spent 
all his life studying the comparative 
anatomy of the lower animals and man. 
Comparative anatomy is the study of 
the similarity and dissimilarity in the 
structures of different animals. 

One day Dr. Hunter tied the carotid 
artery on one side of the neck of a 
young growing deer. According to the 
older notions this operation should have 
caused the deer to lose his horn and 
antlers upon the corresponding side of 
the head. Instead, Dr. Hunter observed 
that these developed in the usual way 
as if no operation had been performed. 
He thereupon had the animal killed and 
by examining it, he found that smaller 
arteries had become enlarged and were 
doing the work of the large artery 
which he had tied. This observation 
gave him the clue that enabled him 
to save the life and limb of the sick

John Hunter was born in England in 
1723. As a boy he was averse to all 
kinds of study, preferring play and all 
kinds of country amusements. At the 
age of 17, he was sent to Glasgow to 
work as a cabinet maker with his broth- 
er-in-law. There he remained but a 
short while and made his way to Lon- 
don, where through the influence of his 
brother, Dr. Willlam Hunter, he ob- 
tained a place in a school of anatomy 
as assistant dissector. In the course of 
two years he became so proficient in 
the study of anatomy that he was per- 
mitted to take charge of classes of med- 
ical students. 

Dr. Hunter received many marks of 
recognition for his services to science 
and to mankind. In 1777 he was elected | 
Fellow of the Royal Society, and in 1778, 
he was appointed as surgeon extraor- 
dinary to the King of England. Six 
years later he was elected member of 
the Royal Society of Medicine and of 
tte Royal Academy of Surgery in Paris. |

Advices from the En- 
glish markets were to the effect that 
the weather in the United Kingdom 
had turned bright, and more auspicious 
meteorological conditions prevail over 
the continent. 

As has been the case all week, how- 
ever, the strongest bear card was the 
continued heavy run of wheat at lead- 
ing domestic centers Local arrivalia 
were several] times larger than last sea- 
son, while primary points generally re- 
ceived enormously, and indications point 
to increased runs for days to come. 

The Northwest had in a total of 1137 
cars, comparing with only 76 for the 
corresponding day last year and 521 cars 
in 1910.
